Where imports were restricted, it 
was not desirable that ~ 
production of mechanical 
consumers’ goods should be expand- 
ed to meet the demand created by 
that restriction, he sald fulther, 
nor that price and profits should 
tbe inereased by simply restricting 
Itheir production.

The Excise Tax on the first $700 
of the price of passenger automo- 
biles would be increased from 10 
to 20 per cent. with the rates on 
the value above $700 remaining as 
imposed last.

Ottawa, Dec. 27 (CP).—Canadian 
contracting companies and firms 
supplying materials may carry out 
part of the work on the new United 
States defence bases, Hon Angus 
Macdonald, acting minister of mun- 
itions and supply announced today. 

He said the United States War

Mr. Churchill's memorable appeal 


to Italy underlined a thought that 
has been with all of us. The 
thought that it would be unfair to 
confuse the Italian people with 
Mussolini, still more untair to con- 
fuse them with the barbarians of 
Germany. To put the thing stark- 
ly: The British Empire is fighting 
the German people; it ts not fight- 
ing the Italian people. 
Germany’s war is a war by the 
German race; a war of tribal hate 
and conquest waged by a whole 
people. Adolf Hitler is but the in- 
strument of that tribal spirit; the 


spirit of Prussia, the spirt of Nazi- 
ism, 1s a German spirit. All of Ger- 
many’s history, all of her philoso- 
phy, tells of violence, of a glorifi- 
cation af war. 

One has but to read the pamph- 
leteers of Nazism, read the writings 
of men like Rosenberg, Himmler 
and others, to understand their 
creed. It is a cregi of force, of 
hate, of Godlessness. Adolf Hitler 
Tose to power upon it because it 
was thie creed of the Germans, Be- 
cause it was taken up with enthu-

tures of Hitler, They sprang from 
the German instinct for force; fot 
brutality.

They are ‘the very antl- 
thesls of the German's nature. 

That is why, for long years, Brit- 
{sh peoples always found themselves 
so much at home in Italy. They 
loved not merely her sunny skies 
and lovely landscapes; they rever- 
enced her civilizatior® and her de- 
yotion to the arts, and they 
genuine affection for. her people, 
Tt was this, as much ~ anything, 
which made Englishmeii"the parti- 
sans of Mazinni, Cavour and Gari- 
baldi. England, more than any 
other nation on earth, wanted Italy 
to be united and free. 

Thaf wish remains. And while it 
may be the British Empire's me- 
lancholy task to strike at-Fascist 
Italy, to visit misery-upon the Ita~ 
Uan people and upOn itself in that 
necessary task, there will never be 
among British people the feeling 
for Italy that they have for Ger- 
many.

He next saw 
service In North Africa at the side 
of Colonel Lyautey, Until the out- 
break of war, in 1914, he remained 
in this.part of the French posses- 
sions.

“We sold 
about 50,000 pounds to the intern- 
ment camps and, if we had it, we 
could have marketed 150,000 pounds 
there.” 

Before war erased them from the 
province's trade Usts, Germany and 
Italy were the major markets for 
the eel catch and they paid as! 
much as 1éc a pound for the long, 
wriggly fish which some cooks say 
“look like snakes and taste 
chicken.”

War Prisoners in Canadian Camps 
Served 50,000 Pounds of Fresh Eels 





“Italians, particularly, regard the 
eel as a yuletide delicacy and a big 
market is found annually—about 
250,000 pounds this year — among 
the Italian populations of New 
York, Chicago and Pittsburgh. Of 
that amount, nearly 100,000 pounds 
were sent alive in barges to New 
York. 

The balance of the eels was fro- 
zen before delivery. About two- 
thirds of the catch were shipped to 
Britain but the first shipment of 
69,000 pounds went down at sea. 

The eels are trapped by fisher- 
men of the Island of Orleans and 
districts along the south shore of 
the St. Lawrence. The season runs 
from mid-August to mid-November. 

Preparations for the dinner table 
{s up to the individual cook but 
generally the eels are boiled for 
about 15 minutes to eliminate oil 
and then are fried. 

The fish went for seven cents a 
pound this season. a price regarded 
by officials as “very low.” How- 
ever, they thought unprecedent- 
ed quick sale-of the catch helped 
the 225 eel-fishermen to enjoy the 
holiday season. Last year’s catch 
totalled nearly 1,000,000 pounds.

A voracious reader in peacetime, 
he now confines his reading to 
these chores, perusing nothing be- 
yond official communications and 
newspapers.

ready, producing at close to top speed in this connection, 
while it has taken the United States far longer to realize 
the threat to the North American republics. 

Canada faces 1941 with all. the confidence in the 
world. There is no reason’ why she should not. She is, 
naturally, proud. to contribute to the defence of the 
mother country, the world’s greatest empire, in her hour 
of need. Every line of industry will feel the effects of this 
policy.

This push is only the be- 
ginning. 1 expect in 1941 to see Canadian building totals 
average 25%. above 1940. The residential field may con- 
tribute only about 5% of this. The important factors 
will be engineering, plant extension, modemization, and 
general industrial work. 

For several months during 1940, newsprint output was 
highest in Canada’s history.

1941 
‘will see even higher levels, An increcse of as much os 
25% is possible if sufficient new furnace capacity is'in- 
stalled. Naturally, this depends upon a continuation of 
the European war, but there is no likelitzod of a cessa- 
tion of hostilities at least until the late fall of 1941.

FOREIGN TRADE VOLUME 


The exports of these various metals to Great Britain 
will depend upon the number of convoys available to be 
assigned to merchant vessels. On this, however, | believe 
the United States can be depended upon to help if need- 
ed. Native production of petroleum is on a sound com- 
mercial basis and the Alberta fields will eventually be of 
tremendous value to the Empire. Real strides in this con- 
nection may be expected over coming months.  Self- 
sufficiency for the Dominion in petroleum output is not 
yet here. Therefore, crude petroleum imports will un- 
doubtedly swell somewhat during 1941. If Germany 
blasts English crops next summer with: arsenic dropped 
from air planes, Great Britain will need arsenic from 
Canada in order to retaliate. 

During 1940 there were real gains in tobacco manu- 
factures, with a push to the highest point in history. In 
spite of these high: levels, 1941 may easily press some

for the season and a record cut is expected in many 
sections of the country.

CANADIAN LABOR OUTLOOK

Strikes affecting National Defense will be frowned 
‘upon on both sides of the border in 1941. An attempt 
will be made to strike a ‘happy medium, teaving as much 
power in the hands of the labor unions as they seem to 
deserve. There have, of course, been sporadic walk-outs 
in coal mining and other lines correlated with the wor 
program. From now out strike activity will be kept at a 
minimum, with sesort to legislative means if necessary. 
Wages will move mostly sidewise. Whatever gains there 
are will be awarded by Government agencies.
